S.O. 958 (E):—In exercise of the powers conferred by subjection (i) of section 2], read with section 7 
of the Coinage Act, 1906 (3 of 1906), the Central Government herdby makes the following rules, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement : — 

(1) These rules may be called the Coinage (Standard Weight and Remedy of Ferritic Stainless Steel Coin 
of One Rupee containing Iron 82% and Chromium 18%) Rules, 1995. 

(2) These rules shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Standard Weight and remedy allowed 

The standard weight of the ferritic stainless steel coins of the following denomination coined under the 
provisions of section 6 of the Coinage Act, 1906 (3 of 1906), and the remedy allowed in the making of such 
Coins shall be as speeded in the Tabic below :—

Obverse ; This face of the coin shall bear Lion Capital of the Ashoka Pillar in the centre with the 
legand “ smu ’’ in Hindi inscribed below, flanked on th left upper periphery with the word “ «nra ” 
and on the right upper periphery with the word “INDIA” in English 

REVERSE : This face of the coin shall bear the denominational value* 1* in international numeral, 
"flanked on the left and right periphery with the design ‘Ear of Coin’, The upper periphery shall also bear 
the word “wnr” in Hindi and lower peiphery shall bear the word ‘RUPEE’ in English and the year of 
coinage in international numerals shall also be shown underneath.
